Loans, which begun 
to Incraase after the market crash 
in 1929. reached their peak in the 
spring of 1933 at the time of the 
bank moratorium. Since then they 
have been steadily on the down¬ 
ward trend though they are still 
above the pre-depression level. 

“These two trends—decrease In 
new borrowings and Increase in the 
cash repayment of loans — are 
healthy signs.'* Mr. Law said. 
“They are Indicative of Improved 
business conditions. As a nila a 
policyholder does not borrow on his 
life Insurance until all other 
sources of flnsnclsl assistance have 
been exhausted. Tbe fact that few¬ 
er persons are borrowing on their 
life Insurance Indicates Improve¬ 
ment In business conditions and 
this Is further confirmed by the 
tact that thousands are seeing their 
way to repay the loans.** 

Most Insurance companies, he 
said, have plans whereby loans caa 
be repaid In instalments.
